Philippine Bill’s Chances Hopeless. 
Some of the best friends of the Philippine 
tariff bill admit that its condition is now 
hopeless. There seems no disposition in the 
senate to take it up at all. It was strongly 
urged by the president and secretary of war 
and it has been commended almost univer- 
sally by newspapers throughout the country. 

In spite of this fact the beet sugar trust and 
the tobacco trust have had their agents at 
work so industriously and they have co- 
operated so skillfully with the disciples of 
high protection here that it is almost im- 
possible to secure any respectable follow- 
ing for the Philippine bill in the senate. 

The committee is not favorable and there 
te no chance that the bill can be brought up 
in the senate without a committee report.

Taft Plan Opposed in Congress. 
Secretary Taft came to this country believ- 
ing that it would be a simple matter to induce 
congrese to do justice to the Filipinos by ad- 
mitting their products free. He soon found 
that his proposition was antago by the 
beet sugar trust and by the t co trust. 
Back of them, of course, stood the beet farm- 
ers and tobacco growers themselves. They 
were led to believe that free trade with the 
Philippines would result in swamping this 
country with sugar and tobacco. 3 

It was in vain that the secretary himself 
and the government experts demonstrated 
there was no immediate possibility of enough 
tobacco and sugar from the Philippines get- 
ting into the American market to unsettle 
prices here so long as we maintained a tariff 
@gainst the rest of the world. 

The opposition to the Philippine bill has 
never ceased. Instead of free trade the ad- 
ministration has been glad to compromise on 
the. proposition to impose 25 per cent of 
* rates on sugar and tobacco coming 
trom the Philippines. Even this, however, 
‘proves impossible to accomplish and the 
Vested interests which are so powerful in 
the senate have hit the Philippine tartff bill 
80 many blows that even its friend and cham- 
Pion, Mr. Lodge, adm that it is dead for 
this session at least.

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dates for the first four year Chicago mayor- 
alty term will be nominated not in accord- 
ance with the old primary law now in force 
for municipal nominations but according to 
the provisions of the state law, enacted last 
spring. 

It means that there will be a considerable 
upturning of political conditions in Chicago 
almost on the eve of the spring election. 

That the governor will ask for the passage 
of such an emergency act has become pretty 
generally known in Springfield and some of 
the Chicago members of the senate and house 
are convinced that the purpose of the pro- 
posed bill is to put obstacies in the way of 
Postmaster Fred A. Busse if he should de- 
cide to become a candidate for the republican 
nomination. 

Would Aid Fight on Machine. 

While the provisions of the Chicago mu- 
nicipal law and of the state primary law 
are not so radically different, the latter is 
thought to give a better chance to a candi- 
date who tries to make a fight against an 
organization. . 

For this reason the proposed extension of 
the state law to city nominations, with an 
emergency clause making it effective for the 
spring election, has been construed to be a 
proposition intended to enable Walter L. 
Fisher or some other candidate backed by 
the reform element in the republican 
party to make a primary fight against Mr. 
Busse if he becomes a candidate. At the 
same time the friends of Mr. Busse in both 
houses say they are in favor of the pro- 
posed extension and will do all that they 
can to pass it with the emergency clause. 

I am in favor of the application of the 


state law to the municipal election if the 


bill can be passed, said Senator Daniel A. 
Campbell, republican leader in the senate. 
Busse’s Friends Approve Plan. 

In thie promise of ald for the bill Senator 
Campbell is supported by Senator Homer 
Galpin and Senator G. Hall, both friends of 
the postmaster, and the latter representing 
Busses senatorial district. In the house 
Representative David Shanahan and other 
Chicago members favorable to Busse say that 
they favor the passage of such an emergency 


act.

When I re- 
mowmtrated with him, telling him that I un- 
derstood that that premium was charged only 
on $1.50 and even higher priced seats, he told 
me that he didn’t get but half of this. 

* You see, I only get 25 cents of that pre- 
mium. The other 25 cents goes to the the- 
ater,’ replied the scajper. When the law can 
be defied in that manner I say that some- 
thing radical ought to be done.” 


Tells of Illinois Theater Ways. 


Then Ald. Foell told the story that was 
printed in Tun Trrsune on Monday of a 
patron of the Illinois theater who had been 

compelled to buy his ticket from a hotel two 
days after the theater had declared that all 
the tickets in that part of the house had been 
sold. The tickets were sent to the hotel 
scalpers, who, of course, charged the usual 
premium of 50 cents a seat, half of which 
went to the theater and the remainder to 


the scalpers. 
District Affected. 


The measure adopted provides that no 


theater in the territory bounded on the east 


by the lake, on the north by Chestnut 


street, on the south by Twelfth street, 
and on the west by Halsted atreet, 
shall sell tickets elsewhere than at its box 
office. Any person or persons, with the ex- 
ception of charitable organizations, who sell 
or offer for sale such tickets elsewhere shall 
be liable to prosecution and a fine.”

It has been matter of 
public knowledge that certain ingerests 
closely identified with him owned a big block 
of Atchison. 

When Messrs. Frick and Rogers were first 
elected, however, it was given out that they 
were chosen, not as representatives of Mr. 
Harriman, but as representatives of the 
Standard Oil crowd. It now appeare that Mr.

TRACTION IS DEBATE TOPIC. 


Ald. Snow and Jacob G. Grossberg Take 
Platform on Settlement of Car 
3 Question.

The traction question was the subject of 
a joint debate last night before the St. Jo- 
seph’s Men's club of West Pullman in St. 
Joseph's chapel, One Hundred and Twenty- 
second street and Eggleston avenue. 

Ald. Snow presented the arguments for 
immediate settlement. Jacob G. Grossberg 
upheld the demands of Mayor Dunne for a 
referendum at the spring election. 

“Whe traction question is a business prob- 
lem to be dealt with in a business way and 
dealt with from the practical view of a busi- 
ness man, said Ald. Snow. The obstruc- 
tionists and those who favor delay upon the 
plea for a referendum do not offer practical 
and valid objections to the ordinance and to 
immediate settlement. 

Mayor Dunne has virtually accepted the 
text of the ordinance, but upon the grounds 
of his political and I. M. O. policy gives the 
referendum as an excuse for delaying the 
settlement until the spring election. It seems 
to be merely a question as to claiming owner- 
ership of the ordinance and using it as polit- 
ical capital.“ 

Mr. Grossberg declared that, to refer, the 
question to a referendum would give time

BIG TRUSTS JOIN HANDS. 


HARVESTER AND STEEL COMBINES 
ENTER INTO AGREEMENT. 


Pact Arranged on “Scratch Hach 
Other’s Back“ Basis—Former Judge 
Gary’s Concern to Do McCormick’s 
Mining and Milling and in Return 
Let His Foreign Force Boom In- 
plement Business Abroad—Increase 
of Orders Given as Reason. 


New York, Jan. 8.—[Special.J—At a confer- 
ence between Cyrus H. McCormick, president 
of thé International Harvester company, and 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board of 
directors of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, in Judge Gary's office today a commu- 
nity of interest was agreed on. It Involves no 
mertzer, exchange of securities, or any new 
financing. It simply is a trade agreement. 

The- harvester company will receive great 
assistance in the extension of its export 
trade. The steel corporation will receive a 
large new market for its products, 


Business Growth Too Rapid. 


The harvester company owns large iron ore 
deposits in the Mesaba and Vermilion ranges, 
where also most of the steel corporation's 
ore lands are located. It has numerous mills 
in the Chicago district. But the increase in 
business, has been such that the company 
would have been obliged to purchase a large 


part of its steel and iron from other manufac- | 


turers and to increase largely the capacity of 

its steel and iron plants. This would have 

been ‘a matter involving a large outlay. 
Steel Trust to Work Mines. 

By the new plan the harvester company will 
purchase most of the fron and steel which it 
does not manufacture itself from the United 
States Steel corporation. Its ore beds will 
be worked under an agreement with the 
Oliver Iron Ore Mining company, the prin- 
cfpal ore mining subsidiary of the steel cor- 
poration. 

It is probable also that some way will be 
found of operating the harvester company's 
ore steamers in conjunction with the steel 
corporation’s fleet. 

The harvester company is to receive the as- 
sistance of a large, well organized foreign 
force of the United States Steel corporation. 


Protest Dismissal of Harvester Suit. 
Upper Sandusky, O., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
When Circuit court convened today Gen. E. 
B. Finley and Attorney Goodrich, represent- 
ing former Attorney General Frank S. Mon- 
nett, protested vehemently against the dis- 
missal of the proceedings to oust the Inter- 
national Harvester company from business in 
Ohio, which dismiseal unanimously was con- 
curred in by the county commissioners Satur- 
day. The costs in thé case already amount 
to $800, which the court adjudged against 
the county. The cage then was dismissed. 


SHEA’S ATTORNEY ESCAPES

Jacob Leboskey Persists Against Or- 
ders of Judge Ball and Is Given a 
Severe Reprimand. : 


Attorney Jacob C. Lebosky clashed with 
Judge Ball yesterday in the trial of the Shea 
case and narrowly escaped being fined for 
contempt of court.

Approached by Harriman. 

“Mr. Harriman, who was in Chicago at the 
time, asked me some questions about the 
property and incidentally remarked that he 
and his friends had been buying the stock 
and considered it a good investment. 

I was approached later by certain parties 
in New York—first by Mr. Harriman, then by 
Mr. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.—who said 
they had accumulated a large amount of 
Atchison and desired representation on its 
board. ‘ 

“There were various interviews between 
our directors and Messrs. Harriman, Frick, 
and Schiff. We found the amount of their 
stock entitled them to representation on the 
board—that, in fact, with our cumulative 
system of voting, they could elect two di- 
rectors, and we agreed to make room on the 
board for two of their representatives at 
once, proyided they were not officers of com- 
peting corporations.”’ 

Why did you object to the officers of com- 
peting corporations?“ Mr. Kellogg asked. 

We did not think it would@ be satisfactory 
to have the officials of competing lines sitting 
in our board hearings and hearing discus- 
sions of our plans.“ 


Frick and Rogers Elected. 


Tou did not think it would be proper ?“ 

Well, we didn’t want it. We found.“ Mr. 
Ripley continued, that they had from one- 
seventh. to one-eighth of the capital stock 
then outstanding, which was $215,000,000. As 
a result of our conferences, Messrs. Frick and 
Rogers were elected in the fall of 1904 by

Did you talk to Mr. Harriman about their 
election?” 

“TI did. I told him Mr. Frick and Mr.

CAR AND FUEL SHORTAGE 
MORE ACUTE IN NORTHWEST, 


James J. Hill, President of Great North- 
ern Reports to Interstate Commission 
That Road’s Task Is Severe One. 


Conditions in the northwest, owing to fail- 
ure or inability of the railways to move coal 
and other traffic, are growing critical, ac- 
cording to information received yesterday 
by Interstate Commerce -Commissioners 
Lane and Harlan, who are charged with 
keeping in touch with. the situation in that 
region. ; 

The information came in two telegrams, 
one from a special agent of the commission’s 
who is now at Seattle, the other from Presi- 
dent. James J. Hill of the Great Northern. 
Mr. Hill's telegram indicated that his rail- 
ways are endeavoring to alleviate the situa- 
tion, but showed clearly that it is bad. It 
read as follows: 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. Since yesterday the 
weather has been better, but is still cold with a 
high wind. Yesterday 180 cars of coal went west 
from Larimore. Today we are moving 125 cars 
to the same territory, with three feet of loose 
unpacked snow on the level. It is difficult for 
men to keep at work moving snow fences. Cur 
agents are instructed to report all cases to su- 
perintendents where there is a shortage and every- 
thing will be done ta furnish relief. We heve no 
such reports as are sent to you. 

JAMES J. HILL. 

The message from Seattle states: 

The car situation is growing cefious. Lack of 
facilities for moving coal, wheat, and hay grow- 
ing acute. Some schools temporarily are closed 
on account of the coal shortage. All wholesale 
interests and manufacturers and lumbermen ag- 
gressively complain. No coke except gas coke. 

Seattle Citizens Raid Coal Train. 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The fuel 
shortage reached a crisis today in North 
Yakima when 200 citizens held up twenty- 
seven cars of coal on the Northern Pacific, 
pulled the levers of the adjustable bottoms 
of twelve cars, stalling the train in its own 
freight yard. Fifteen hundred people hur- 
riedly helped themselves. Appeals were made 
by trainmen to local officials without avail. 
Vice President Levy had been notified that 
trains would be raided if the town was not 
better supplied by the railroad.

Japanese Question.—It is safe to say. 
thet the president, when he penned the por- 
tion of his annual message upon the opening 
of congress in which he refers to the treat- 
ment of the Japanese in the San Francisco 
schools, was not aware of the condition on 
the coast, and especially in Californie. 
Neither the Japanese nor the Chinese ap- 
pear to be capable of absorption and assimi- 
lation into the mass of our people. Under the 
circumstances, it is not strange that there 
is an aversion to the mingling of the chil- 


dren of the two races. In the case of the 


Japanese, the separation seems to be the 
most necessary, because so many of the Jap- 
anese who desire to attend our schools are 
so much older than the Caucasian children 
with om, on account of their deficient 
learning, the Japanese must be enclassed. 
It is not at all desirable that youths, even 
Caucasian youths, of yeare or more 
of age, should be associated in the schools 
with children of tender ages. The reason 
therefor is sufficiently explained by its mere 
statement. The laws-of California require 
the separation of the Japanese children from 
the Caucasian. The treaty, as I read it, 
does not require that the Japanese shall be 
put in classes with our children

A cold storage ordinance so broad in scope 
as to regulate not only the big storage 
houses in and out of the stockyards 8 
South Water street mercnants and even meat 
markets was agreed upon by the council ju- 
diciary committee yesterday as a substitute 
for the one which has been before the city 
council in various forms and phases for sev- 
eral months. 

The matter was taken up by the committee 
en receipt of a written opinion from Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Mathias that no 
a ordinance could be so drawn as to apply 

only to the big cold storage houses and ex- 
clude the South Water street merchants. 
This virtually knocked out the proposition 
to license the important cold storage houses 
at $500 a year. 

The injustice to the smaller firms was ap- 
parent and the suggestion was made that the 
new ordinance provide for a license fee of 
$25 a year from every business house which 
handles poultry and meats, thus including 
ven the meat markets. 


Features of the Ordinance. 
As proposed, the new ordinance will Include 
the following clauses: 
Licensing of ai! houses which handle cold storage 
Products at $25 a year. 

Inspection of all cold storage products at given 
periods by inspectors from the health department. 
Creation of an office of chief inspector for cold 

Storage houses, the inspector to be especially quali- 
flied by technical education for the position. 
All cold storage plants shall be kept in sanitary 
and cleanly condition, eee to. say what want 
tery conditions are. 
Punishment for violation of any of these clauses 
di be a fine of not less than $50 nor more than $200.

State Eesays to Prove That West Full- 
man Man Poisoned Wife That He 
Might Keep Up His Female Inti- 
macies—Defense Tries to Show

Testimony tending to show that Knute 
Knudson, the West Pullman contractor, on 
trial in Judge Kavanagh's court for the mur- 
der of his wife, poisoned Mrs. Knudson in or- 
der that he might be free to associate with 
other women, was brought out by the prose- 
cution yesterday. 

It was shown that Knudson for two years 
prior to the mysterious death of his wife had 
been friendly with Helen Westberg, 2107 
Michigan boulevard, and had asked her to 
become his housekeeper only a few weeks 
after Mrs. Knudson’s death. Knudson had 
become acquainted with her in a saloon in 
South State street, near Harrison street. 


Westberg Woman on Stand. 

The Westberg woman was the principal 
witness during the afternoon session and 
direct examination by Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barbour brought out that Knudson 
had given her money at frequent intervals, 
ranging in sums of from $2 to $150. Shesaid 
checks had been given her for the larger 
amounts and that Knudson had introduced 
her at the bank. 

In his eross examination of the woman, 
Attorney Joseph Burres, for the defense, at- 
tempted to show that, while Knudson’s mor- 
als were not of the best, the woman had 
**roped him in.” 

The witness said she had visited Knudson 
at his home in West Pullman four or five 
times following the death of Mrs. Knudson, 
the first time being about six weeks subse- 
quent to the funeral. 


Given $150 to Stay Away. 

On cross examination she admitted that 
Knudson had given her $150 on Christmas, 
1905, on condition that she should not bother 
him again. Attorney Burres tried to prove 
that the woman’s visits to Knudson's resi- 
dence subsequent to Mrs. Knudson's death 
was for the purpose of bleeding the contractor 
for more money. Prior to that time, all their 
meetings had been downtown or in resorts In 
the Twenty-second street red light ” dis- 
trict. 

How did you learn that Mrs. Knudson 
was dead?’’ asked Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barbour. 

** Knudeon telephoned me and asked me to 
go to the funeral.“ said he witness. I told 
him I did not care to go and I didn't.“ 


Threw His Wife Aside. 
Mrs. Hulda Hylander, a sister of the Has- 
selfeldt girl, was the first witness in the 
afternoon. She told of visiting the Knudson 
residence on one occasion, and of finding 
Mrs. Knudson in tears. 
“While I was there Knudson entered the 
room, after having been away two days,“ said 
the witness. ‘‘ Mrs. Knudson threw her arms 
around his neck, and with tears in her eyes 
exclaimed: My Ole don't love me any 
more!’ 
Then he shook his wife aside and said: 
‘No, what's the use; why not love all the 
women you can? Weare living only once.“ 
The morning session was spent with the 
opening statement of the prosecution and 
the defense. A. J. Johnson, a doctor whose 
specialty is a water cure for every known ail- 
ment, testified that he is the owner of the 
medical books found in the Knudson home. 
Passages dealing with arsenic and its effect 
were marked in one of the books.

Menominee, Mich., Doctor’s Daughter 
Alone Wins Fight for Life of Man

her pluck and resourcefulness in the pres- 
ence of danger Miss Irene Sawbridge, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Edward Sawbridge of Menominee, 
saved the life of a rajlroad man desperately 
injured. by am accident at Boerne, Tex. 

Miss Sawbridge was going to a sanitarium 
at Silver City, N. M., when the engine of her 
train struck the station agent at Boerne, 


‘pevering an artery in one leg and fracturing 


his skull. Both village doctors were absent 
and there was no medical help nearer than 
San Antonio, ninety miles distant. When it 
seemed that the man must die, Mies Saw- 
bridge appeared and had the injured man 
removed to a nearby hotel. Then with sleeves 
rolied up and her outer skirt removed the 
young woman fought for the man's life. She 
tied up the severed artery and treated skill- 
fully all the other wounds. Miss Sawbridge 
remained by the side of the wounded man all 
day, relleving his pain with hypodermic in- 
jectiong and acting as both physician and 
nurse. 

When the railroad surgeon arrived eighteen 
hours later the girl had won her fight and 
the man was pronounced out of danger. 
Miss Sawbridge received a substantial check 
for her services and a letter of praise from 
the surgeon who took charge of the case. 

Miss Sawbridgé has alwaye shown a keen 
interest in her father’s medical work, and 
before she left to take up her nursing work 
Dr. Sawbridge presented her with a small 
medical kit. The girl put this kit to good 
use in treating the injured railroad man.

Great Northern’s Right Based en 
Territorial Grant and 
Childs’ Ruling. 


Great Northern railroad from issuing $60,- 
000,000 worth of new stock began today be- 
fore Judge Hallam in the District court. 
The entire day was given over to the reading 
of the rallroad's answer, and arguments by 


attorneys on both sides, 

The state is suing because the railroad 
failed to notify the railroad and warehouse 
commission of the proposed issue, as the state 
law provides. It is contended, also, that the 
stock issue will result in greatly increased 
freight and passenger rates. Shippers, it is 


stock increase. 

Bases Its Rights on Old Charter. 
Chief interest centered in the Great North- 
ern's answers. The railroad bases its right 
to issue the new stock on the charter of the 
Minneapolis and St. Cloud railroad, granted 
by the territory of Minnesota in 1856, and on 
amendments passed in 1865 in which the 
Minneapolis and St. Cloud railway was given 
the right to iseue one or more classes of pre- 
ferred stock in an amount not to exceed 

„000,000. 
The answer declares that all outstanding 
stock is preferred stock and that none of its 
common stock has been issued. It further 
asserts that all of the $60,000,000 worth of 
stock will be preferred stock and none of it 
common stock. 

After reciting that the road has issued $150, - 
000,000 in preferred stock under the charter 
above cited, the answer says that in 1898 the 
railroad commission weg advised that the 
railroad proposed to increase its tal 
stock and that the question was su ted 
to Attorney General Childs, who advised the 
commission that the railroad had the right 
to increase its capital stock without the con- 
sent of the commission. Thereupon two is- 
sues of $25,000,000 were made. The answer 
says these issues were made “openly and 
notoriously,’’ with the full knowledge of the 
attorney general and without the consent of 
the commission, and that no protest wae 
made until this day. 

The purposes of the proposed issue are set 
forth as being to increase terminal facilities 
and equipment, provide a second main track. 
and purchase bonds and stocks of e e 
of western connections. 

Attorney General Doubts Statements. 

Attorney General Young, in opening, said 
that the right of the commission to give au- 
thority for stock isgues was the only safe- 
guard of the people. He declared that abso- 
lutely nothing had been heard of what had 
been done with the proceeds of the $25,000,000 
issue a year ago. 

He said it did not lie in the mouth of the at- 
torney for the rallroad to say that because the 
law had been violated in one instance it 
might be disregarded in another. 

He did not believe Attorney General Childs 
had given the commission such an opinion 
as was said to have been given. The records 
of the attorney general's office did not reveal 
that such an opinion had been given. If it

The educa- 
tional test is distinctly unpopular in the 
house, and an increased head tax for im- 
migrants already has been beaten, The trou- 
ble with the educational test is that the pur- 
pose of its imposition is not so much to im- 
prove the character of immigrants coming 
into the country as to bar out absolutely 


certain undesirable elements. 

There has been a strong point made in the 
house of representatives of the message sent 
in by President Cleveland nearly ten years 
ago, which contains a strong argument 
against the educational test. The intention 
then, as now, was to cut down the number 
of immigrants coming from southern Italy, 
the Danubian provinces, and the Jewish 
pale of Russia. A large percentage of these 
people are wholly illiterate, and it was 
thought in Cleveland's time, as it has been 
thought in Roosevelt's time, that applica- 
tion of an educational test would bar out a 
great many of those people who are not al- 
together desirable as citizens, 

President Cleveland hit this scheme a heavy 
blow in his and it is curious how 
frequently it is referred to now as the prin- 
cipal reason for opposing an educational test. 
The message ten years ago, which is quoted 
almost as much now as it was then, says: 

“If any particular element of our illiterate 
immigration is to be feared for other causes’ 
than illiteracy, these causes should be dealt 
with directly instead of making illiteracy a 
pretext for exclusion to the detriment of 
other illiterate immigrants against. whom 
real cause of complaint cannot be alleged. 


Opposed to Literacy Test. 

President Roosevelt, on the other hand, was 
almost equally convinding in the advocacy 
of an educational test as the best means of 
barring out undesirable immigrants as well 
as of raising the standard of those actually 
admitted. He sent more than one message 
to congress on this subject and he has labored 
hard to bring about a satisfactory educa- 
tional test. It is a fact, however, that most 
of the immigration officers themselves do 
not believe that the establishment of a lit- 
eracy test would, in the long run, result in 
reducing the numbers of undesirable races 
coming here from southeastern Europe. 

Commissioner General Sargent and other 
officers of the service have expressed the 
opinion that a literacy teat would increase 
the grade, but that after a short time the 
numbers of those coming from Italy, Russia, 
and the Danubian provinces would not be 
lessened in any way, because those who were 
able to read and write would take the place 
of those who were not, and the tide of immi- 
gration would continue much as at present. 

So much opposition to a literacy test has 
developed in the house that any attempt to 
pass that section of the bili will result in dis- 
aster. There are some other administrative 
features, of the measure which may be saved 
and put’ on the statute books, but the immi- 
gration Rill as a repressive law has gone to 
to take its place with the subsidy bill, the 
Philippine tariff bill, and the other things 
which were greatly to be desired by the ad- 
ministration, but do not seem to have struck 
the fancy of the solons at the other end ot the 
avenue. 


DEMOCRATS AFTER CORTELYOU 


Postponement of Consideration of Nom- 
ination Reveals Concerted Plan to 
Bar Him from Treasury. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
Opposition to confirmation of George B. Cor- 
telyou’s nomination as secretary. of the treas- 
ury developed today in the senate committee 
on finance when Mr. Cortelyou's case was 
brought up for action. At the request of 
Senator Daniel, Virginia, and Senator Teller, 
Colorado, the ranking democratic members 
of the conrmittee, consideration of the nom- 
ination was postponed for a week. 

Neither Senator Daniel nor Senator Teller 

gave any reason for desiring postponement 
other than that they were not prepared to 
act in the matter, but it is evident from what 
was said afterwards by some of their party 
colleagues that the democrats are consider- 
ing the advisability of making a concesfed 
effort to prevent Mr. Cortelyou from taking 
the treasuryiportfolico. Their general ground 
of criticism is that Mr. Cortelyon had inti- 
mate dealings with great financial interests 
when he was chairman of the republican na- 
tional campaign committee. Friends of Mr. 
Cortelyou have denied this charge and 
claimed in Mr. Cortelyou’s behalf that he 
had nothing to do with the collection of 
campaign expenses. 

How far the opposition to Mr. Cortelyou 
has made progr among the democratic 
senators ie not clear. So far only one repub- 
lican senator has shown signs of siding with 
the democrats against Mr. Cortelyou. This 
senator is Robert M. La Follette, Wisconsin, 
whose political colleagues are looking 
askance at his claim to being a member of 
the dominant faction and may find reason 
for taking some action to determine his exact 
party status if he should join the democrats 
in the proposed plan to keep Mr. Cortelyou 
out of the treasury department. 


BUSSE IN WASHINGTON; SPHINX 


Declares His Visit Has to Do Only with 
Chicago Postal Affairs, but He 
“Sees Friends” Anyhow. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special. ]—The 
arrival of Postmaster Busse in Washington 
today precipitated discussion concerning the 
improvement of the mail facilities of Chicago 
through a larger force and better pay, and 
also as to Busge’g intentions with respect to 
the mayoraity nomination.

The compromise is not greatly. different 
from the resolution presented by Senator 
Lodge and a similar one which Senator Fora~ 
ker had intended to offer as @ substitute for 
his original resolution. It provides for the 
investigation by the senate committee on 
military affairs of the affray at Brownsville, 
and to this is to be added provisions that a 
subcommittee be sent to Brownsville and that 
the expenses of the investigation be paid out 
ot the contingent fund ot the senate. Such a 
resolution would ignore the constitutional 
and legal questions that have been debated 
for several Gays in the senate. — 


Lodge and Foraker Satisfied. 


Senator Lodge declares that he is satisfied 
with the program and Senator Foraker says 
he is not particular. about phraseology so 
long as an investigation is ordered and a 
committee sent to Brownsville to take testi 
mony. 

Senator Danfel of Virginia made a epeech 
in support of the president's action. He rid- 
iculed the suggestion that the people of 
Brownswille shot up their own town in 
order to bring reproach on the colored sol- 
diers.

There is little doubt 
that the average citizen feels sure that 2 
cents a mile will pay the railroads, espe- 
cially when the deadheads are made to 
pay. The legislature should strip them of 


the unfair privileges they have enjoyed. 


That will make it easier to reduce a little 
the fares of those who always pay. 


GET AFTER REFERENDUM ALDERMEN. 

Night before last Mayor Dunne coolly 
asked the council to postpone: the settle- 
ment of the traction question until after 
the spring election. He requested it to 
agree not to pass any street car ordinance 
it might frame in committee of the whole 
until the people should have voted on it 


and a majority should have voted their 


approval of it. The mayor said the coun- 
cil ought to consent to put a referendum 
proposition on the ballot and agree to 
await the result because it had gone on 
record for such a procedure a little over 
a year ago. It had made a promise to the 
people, he said, and must keep it. 

Forty of the aldermen voted that they 
did not consider the promise binding. The 
conditions which prevailed when it was 
made are not the conditions which exist 
today. If im 1905 the people wished to 
vote upon any traction ordinance that 
might be acceptable to the council they are 
of a different opinion now. Out of 7,291 
State street employés 6,403 say they do 
not want a referendum, and only 888 say 
that they do. The council has been ab- 
solved from its referendum pledge by the 
repeated assurances of the people conveyed 
in a score of ways that it does not want a 
referendum. ‘The aldermen would offend 
the people if they were to renew the 
pledge. 

If the council shall ignore the mayor’s 
unpopular and irrational demand and pass 
a traction ordinance he will veto it. Then 
the question will be whether two-thirds of 
the aldermen will vote to pass it over his 
head. At the last council meeting twenty- 
six aldermen said that they were for the 
referendum. If they were to stand by the 
mayor to the last, no ordinance could be 
passed over his veto, Then the traction 
question would be handed over to a new 
mayor and a new council. How long it 
would take them to arrive at a settlement 
nobody knows. 

The residents of the wards which have 
referendum aldermen—aldermen who vote 
to continue a street car service that en- 
dangers life and health—ought to proceed 
at once to reason with their representa- 
tives. They ought to hold public meetings, 
explain the situation to the erring alder- 
men and make them understand. that their 
constituents want immediate steps taken 
to get better street cars for them. 

The mayor is incurable. It is useless to 
waste argument, logic, or entreaty on him. 
Many of the aldermen who voted on his 
side Monday night surely will. not be deaf 
to the appeal of reasonyand. common sense, 
and persist in sacrificing to a referendum 
folly the peace and comfort of the com- 
munity. 


HOW TO DISPERSE A LOBBY. 
Regarding the evils of lobbying, which 
are receiving the attention of various 
executives, Gov. Cummins of Iowa has a 
word to say. He does not underestimate 


these evils or believe that they should not 


be remedied, but he does not subscribe to 
the Missouri idea or the plan in Wisconsin 
requiring the registration of lobbyists. 
And he takes the broad ground that “ men 
bave an undoubted right to appear before 
legislative committees to speak for them- 
selyes or for corporations for which they 
are interested, and this right cannot be 
taken away without danger to our system 
of government.” 

The whole trouble, as Gov. Cummins 
points out significantly, exists not in the 
lobby but in the men whom the lobby ap- 
proaches. The real cure lies in the elec- 
tion of men to office who will faithfully 
perform their duty regardless of the wishes 
of lobbyists. : First elect an incorruptible 
legisthtor and the whole problem is solved. 
He who is upright needs no anti-lobby 
laws to defend him. Indeed, it is some- 
what of a reflection to send 2 man to the 
legislature and then, as if he were an un- 
thinking child or a hardened scoundrel, sur- 
round him with laws designed for his pro- 
tection or for the circumvention of his 
villainy. In either case the public con 
fesses that it has not done {ts duty in the 
beginning by the election of the proper 
man. 

It is as clear as anything can be that if 
a legislator is corrupt no laws can be 
passed or plans devised to keep him from 
corruption. There is more than one way 
of reaching the ends of the lobbyist, and 
if it is in a man to accept a bribe or sell 
‘his influence or permit himself to be 
convinced a way of getting to him will 


present itself without much delay or diffl- 


culty. But there is also a way of keeping 


such a man out of a position where he will . 


be of service to lobbyists and for schemes 
inimical to the public interest, and it is at 
the root of the trouble that the people for 
their own protection should strike. 

This is the excellent suggestion which 
the governor of Iowa offers to the people 
at large as highly important to consider in 
connection with other plans for the cir- 
cumvention of the lobby. Give the lobby 
no material to work on and it will soon 
go out of business publicly and privately. 
Exercise the same care in the selection of 
representatives at the state house that is 
observed by corporations in the choosing 
of their agents and the matter quietly and 
satisfactorily adjusts itself. 3 


WEATHER BUREAU PROBLEMS. 

No one doubts the value of the servize 
rendered by the weather bureau. It has 
proved its right to existence many times. 
It sends out daily more than 100,000 bul- 
letins exclusive of the forecasts in the 
newspapers. In many instances the in- 
formation given in these bulletins is sent 
by telephone to outlying districts, so that 


there are few places which do not have 


the benefit of the daily reports and fore- 
casts of the bureau. A large number 
of people have formed a habit of reading 
the prognostications in their paper each 
morning, so that it is safe te say that 
several millions of American citizens are 
interested every day in what the weather 
man has to say. | 

The weather bureau has studied many 
problems with care and has worked out

Accepting without question the general 
value of the bureau the experience of re- 
cent weeks is sufficient basis for the 
query whether every possible effort Is. 
being put forth to discover the conditions 
which determine the weather of Chicago. 
The forecasts of the bureau must be re- 
liable to have value. They should never 
be allowed to appear mere guesses, Again 
and again, however, they have been 
shown to be absolutely worthless so far 
as Chicago is concerned. Promised cold 
waves have failed to appear. Stormy 
days have turned out beautiful days of 
sunshine and clear ies. The impression 
that “the weather man is never right for 
Chicago is becoming prevalent. 

Has the bureau reached its limit? Is 
it impossible so to study the peculiar con- 
ditions whieh seem to prerail here as to 
secure a fairly satisfactory basis for fore- 
casts? To blame the lake for weather 
utterly different from that promised is 
weak. Why should there not be a com- 
parative study of conditions which would 
give fairly reliable data concerning the 
result of a contest between a force com- 
ing from the northwest across the land 
and the counteracting influence of the 
lake? Why should not the influence of 
a basin of water of a certain length, 
breadth, and depth be better understood? 
Science may have reached its limit in 
this line, although no investigator likes 
to admit such a possibility. At any rate 
the weather forecasts for Chicago seem to 
lack reliability for some reason or other.

Mehemet Ali never forgot that he was an 
Albanian by origin and a Macedonian by 
birth, and to this day the theological students 
of Kavalk are maintained by the bounty of 
his heirs on the thnone of Egypt. It was an 
Egyptian army, placed at the disposal of the 
sultan, which overran and devastated Greece 
when the Turkish forces had failed to reduce 
it during the of independence, and it was 
later on an Egyptian army which recon- 
quered Crete for the sultan and occupied it 
for him until 1840.

It was in recognition of these valuable mili- 
tary services and assistance by Mehemet All 
that the sultan presented him with the island 
of Thassos. It lies on the sea road to Con- 
stantinople, commanding indeed ina measure 
the approaches to the Bosporus, and abso- 
lutely controlling and entirely commanding 
Kavalla, which is destined to rival Salonica 
as the great seaport of the Aigean sea. 

The sultan, who declines to recognize the 
rights of the khedive to the island, is anxious 
to lease Thaeos to Germany, in return fora 
large royalty. while Germany has naturally 
both economic and political objects in view" 
in the possession of the island. Khedive 
Abbas is bent on establishing his ownership 
of the island for the wealth that it will bring 
into his coffers, and the English are naturally 
disposed to back him to the extreme limit in 
the matter, not only for the purpose of pre- 
venting Germany from securing Thasos but 
in order to be able to control it themaeives. 


— 
Sefior Ojeda has almost been the cause ofa 
diploma rupture between Spain and 
France, Which has only been averted by the 
cleverness of Don Alfonso’s ambassador on 
the banks of the Seine, Sefior Leon E. Caa- 
tillo, marquis del Muni. Sefior Ojeda, who 
was at one time stationed at Washington, is 
now Spanish ambassador to the vatican, and 
twenty-four hours before the seizure by the 
French government of the papers and corre- 
spondence of the agent of the holy see at 
Paris, took upon himself to instruct his col- 
league there to take charge of all the docu- 
ments of the papal agent in Paris, so as to 
prevent their falling into the hands of the 
French government. Sefior Ojeda seems to 
have intimated in his cipher dispatch to the 
Spanish ambassador at Paris that the in- 
structions which he transmitted to him origi- 
nated with the government at Madrid. 
Fortunately the marquis del Muni, who isin 
daily communication with Madrid, found it 
strange that orders of that importance from 
his government should reach him through 
his colleague at Rome, and in such a round- 
a fashion, and accordingly asked for in- 
formation from Madrid ‘before acting upon 
the message from the Eternal City, pointing 
out the gravity of the step which he was 
directed ta take. He was at once notified by 
the administration at Madrid that it had 
never dreamt of asking for anything of the 
kind from him, that he was to abstein from 
any interference in the conflict of.the French 
governmem with the vatican, and that Sefior 


| Ojeda’s action was not only unauthorized but 


altogether inconceivable. Sefior Ojeda on 

being called to book has attempted to throw 

the blame upon Cardinal Merry del Val and 

upon other dignitaries of the vatican, but 

without much success, and his recall is immi- 

nent, if indeed it has not already taken place. 
— 

All the stories which have been current to 
the effect that the reigning grand duke of 
Saxe~Weimar was about to marry a younger 
sister of hig former consort, who died so pre- 
maturely just two years ago, have been set 
at reat by the marriage of the young Princess 
Hermine of Reuss with Prince John George 
of Carolath-Beuthen. It may be hoped that 
her married life will be happier than her 
childhood. For her father, the late Prince 
Henry XXII. of Reuss, wae one of the most 
eccentric rulers of the German confederation, 
distinguished above everything else by his 
profound abhorrence of all that was Prussian 
and in particular the house of Hohenzollern. 
He lived the life of a@ recluse, in his old 
chateau of Burgk, not far from Greis, a 
magnificent, yet gloomy, place, entirely de- 
void of every vestige of modern comfort. For 
he would not permit any change to be made 
or any innovation to be introduced, declaring 
that it would be a sacrilege to interfere with 
anything that had been good enough for his 
ancestors. 

Thus, the entire chateau or palace was 
without hot and cold water, without any sta- 
tionary beth tubs, and without heating ap- 
paratus or modern sanitary arrangements, 
while the kitchens were situated at such a 
tremendous distance from the dining room 
that all the dishes arrived there stone cold, 
with their contents uneatable. The only 
relief from the monotony of this Ufe was 
when the school children were brought to 
undergo personal castigation at the hands of 
the old prince.

and his son and successor, Prince Henry 
XXIV. of Reuss, being blind, deaf, dumb, and 
imbecile, reigns only in name, the govern- 
ment of the principality being administered 
by his cousin, Prince Henry XIV. of Reusgs-

made marriages which are looked upon ae 
mesalliances by their royal relatives, and ag 
love matches by the people, Princess Emma 
having married an Austrian nobleman, Count 
Eric Kunigl, while Princess Mary is the wife 
of an Austrian dragoon officer, Baron Ferdi- 
nand Gnagnoni.

The Carolath-Beuthen family, into which 
young Princess Hermine has married, is one 
of the most ancient and illustrious in Ger- 
many, and achieved some unenviable noto- 
riety about twenty-five years ago by the flight 
of the wife of the chief of the house, Princess 
Elizabeth, one of the most celebrated beauties 
ot the court of Berlin, with Herbert Bis- 
marck, eldest son of the chancellor. Herbert 
deserted the princess, who had sacrificed: 
everything for his sake, in the most shameful 
manner, in Italy, leaving her altogether un- 

provided for, and returning to Berlin in obedi- 

ence to peremptory orders of his father. In 
fact, his treatment of the unfortunate prin- 
cess, who still makes her home at Venice, 
constitutes one of the least agreeable features 
of the career of Herbert Bismarck. 

The Carolath family wes founded by Bai- 
thasar von Schoenaich, who, according to 
tradition, behaved with euch heroism in bat- 
tle that, when lying desperately wounded be- 
neath an oak tree, his blood covered head was 
crowned by the German leader with a wreath 
of oak leaves, with the words: From now on 
you shall be known as Schoenaich.“ which 
may be translated as“ fineoak.” To this day 
the oak wreath, with red bands to indicate 
the blood, constitute the principal feature of 
the arms of the Schoenaich family, which 
received the lordships of Carolath and of 
Beuthen in the sixteenth century and were 
elevated to the rank of prince about a hun- 
dread yeers later.

Clyde Fitch revivalg are apt to prove dis- 
appointing, but “Captain Jinks” is an ex- 
ception to that rule. The verbal smartness 
and the Fitchisms in construction which 
characterize all he writes, while they are 
entertaining and interesting when first en- 
countered, are likely to impress as pro- 
nouncedly artificial when met with a second 
time. There are in few of the clever play- 
maker’s creations the sincerity and the true 
humanness which make for dramatic endur- 
ance. He writes for the season, and once 
seeing usually is sufficient. 

But Captain Jinks,“ which served Mise 
Barrymore for her first stellar appearances 
some half dozen years ago, and which she 
now ig reviving, is a.comedy so filmy light 
as regards plot, and yet so skillfully built 
up out of old fashion plates and from that 
never failing subject of interest—the life of 
player folk behind the-scenes—that it will 
stand a second hearing without seeming dull 
or monotonous. Its mere shadow of a story 
is the one that always pleases everybody— 
the nonserious troubles of two likable young 
people who meet by chance and fall desper- 
ately in love at first sight. It is thin ma- 
terial from which to fashion a three act 
comedy, but in this instance Mr. Fitch has 
made such excellent use of the fantastic 
costumes of the early 708, and so skillfully 
has introduced certain laughable as well 
as occasional serious aspects of theatrical life 
that he has caused the spectator to lose all 
conaciousness of the fact that the plot isa 
mere thread and has furnished an evening of 
excellent entertainment. It is a play clean, 
pretty, appealing, and brightly amusing. 

Mise Barrymore has had no role since she 
became a star in which she is more capti- 
vating than she is in that of Mme. Trentoni 
im Captain Jinke.” All the little vanities 
and coquetries of the petted but not especial- 
ly spoiled prima donna she makee as charm- 
ing to the onlooker from across the foot- 
lights as they are to the men and women 
she contacts on the stage. And the sincerity 
which she lends to the more serious moments 
in the play suggests womanliness and the 
other eterling attributes which the interest- 
ed spectator likes to believe belong to the 
heroine of the pretty little love affair that 
is being worked out before him. The first 
act is delightfully delicate and neat in the 
spirit of buoyant light comedy that char- 
acterizes it; the second act is a charming 
mingling of earnestness and genuine emo- 
tion with merry chattering shop talk 
of the stage and keenly amusing glimpsee 
of stage life. The rehearsal of the ballet 
in this second act is one of the most gen- 
uinely funny ecenes Fitch ever devised. The 
third act has all the flutter and excitement 
supposedly attendant upon the début tri- 
umphs of a prima donna and includes the 
satisfactory straightening out of the simple 
little love story that wené just a wee bit 
astray. In these three acts Miss Barry- 
more is ever the central and the winsome 
figure, and her personality.and girlish nat- 
uralness make easy her conquering of every 
auditor. 

The support is excellent. Mr. McRae is 
seen at his best. All the bigness, manliness, 
and good nature that belong to him as an 
actor are here employed most attractively. 
Mr. Jepson fairly radiates benignity as 
Papa Belllarti and makes of the small 
part a characterization which, once seen, 
will be remembered; Mr. Bryant and Mr. 
Gayer, as the two false friends of Capt. Jinks, 
are wholly satisfactory; Miss Ferguson is a 
most amusing figure of Mrs. Greensborough, 
and yet plays the part in entirely legitimate 
manner; Mr. Kelly shows most promising 
abilities as the newsboy who turns bellboy: 
and Miss Burt ag Mrs. Jinks, Miss Watson 
as Mrs. Stonington, and Miss Nash and Miss 
Rothe as the principal ballet ladies” are 
each and all admirably in place. The play 
is carefully staged and the costumes in the 
old style are a source of unalloyed joy.

Oversold Traders Support Early.. 

Im the initial half hour wheat was weil 
supported by traders who went home the 
night before on the short side. The May 
was lifted to 76%c and the July to 75%c. Con- 
tinued unfavorable weather in winter wheat 
sections, combined with materially lighter 
receipte at northwestern points to stir ac- 
tivity on the buying side. The Ohio valley 


was reported to be flooded and to be in a bad 


‘position to withstand a severe drop in the 
temperature. The northwest was colder, 
with snows reported in many sections. The 
arrivals at Duluth and Minneapolis were only 
807 cars, or 262 cars less than the showing 
for the corresponding day last year. Minne- 


| apolis values were advanced %@%c in the first 


five minutes of trading on covering by shorts. 
Local receipts were 61 cars, slightly under 
the estimate, and primary arrivals aggre- 
gated 661,000 bu, 41,000 bu greater than last 
year.

The increase of only 47, bu 
contract wheat here, against a gain of 360,000 
bu the wek before, also served as a tonic 
There were several advices to the effect that 
flour sales showed further improvement and 
the northwestern cash situation continued 
firm, with millers the best buyers of good 
quality grain. Weather talk from Argentina 
was more favorable, but there were bullish 
cables on quality and quantity of wheat. 
While exporters said the foreign demand was 
at a standstill, the seaboard reported mod- 
erate sales to Europe. Locally, the cash 
grain kept pace with the futures, millers 
bidding for the good grades, but paying little 
attention to the less desirable grain. 


Increase in Available Supplies. 

The Bradstreet statement on the world’s 
available supply of wheat not only surprised 
the trade but caused a reaction to the low 
prices of the session. It showed an in- 
crease of 1,855,000 bu, compared to a decrease 
of 1,883,000 bu the similar time last year. The 
northwest was accounted a brigk seller here 
and its lead was followed by scattered local 
bears. The decline, however, witnessed re- 
newed support and it was not long before 
more than a full recovery was made. Clear- 
ances at the seaboard, wheat and flour, were 
the equivalent of 537,000 bu. 

Weather Favors Corn Bulls. 

Firmness characterized the opening deal- 
ings in corn, strengthening influences being 
continued mild and wet weather in important 
parts of the belt and lighter local receipts 
than had been expected. The receipts here 


were 614 cars, of which only 6 graded con-. 


tract, against an estimate of 662 cars. The 
car situation was reported slightly improved, 
but the comparatively light offerings served 
in a way to check any display. of aggressive- 
ness on the part of the bears. Shorts ear 
appeared to be uneasy. Local shipments 
were 195,000 bu, and clearances at the sea- 
board 121,000 bu. At the local sample tables 
a moderate revival in the export demand wae 
reported, and some advices from the east In- 
dicated more interest on the part of foreign- 
ers. Cash concerns did little selling. although 
some late messages were that farmers were 
accepting bids more freely in some sections. 


Cash Oats Are Well Taken. 


Soundness in wheat and corn, along with 
lighter receipts than had been expected and 
a brisker trade at the sample tables, worked 
for firmness in the oats market. One of the 
leaders was accounted a good supporter, and 
his buying prompted purchases by smaller 
operators. Slight easiness developed when 
wheat had its setback, but the market man- 
aged to keep its head above the previous 
closing prices. The arrivals here were 239 
cars, of which 49 graded standard, compared 
to an estimate of 277 cars. local esti- 
mate for today was 112 cars. Sea board clear- 
ances were only 9,000 bu, but gales at the 
sample tables, where prices ruled steady 
to % lower, aggregated. 220,000 bu. The 
eastern inquiry was reported improved, but 
the lack of cars limited actual shipments. 
Final pit prices were 86c for May, 1-16c 
higher, and 88%c for July, unchanged, The 
day’s range was within 0. 


Provisions Driven to Lower Level. 

Provisions were subjected to considerable 
pressure from longs, whose offerings out- 
weighed the general support. Barly declines 
were checked by buying for several outside 


interests and one or two local stockyards 


speculators. Local hog arrivals overran the 
estimate by 3,000, but the run at all the lead- 
ing western packing points—08,200—fell about 
6,000 under that of the similar day lest year. 
Shipments of meats and lard hence were 
2,524,000 Ibs and 1,982,000 lbs, respectively, 
42,000 Lbs less for the former and 570,000 Ibs 
larger for the latter, as compared to those of 
the corresponding day in 1006. Binal prices 
showed declines of 80@85i¢e for pork and 
12700180 for lard and ribs. Estimated hog 
receipts for today were 88,000.
